At  approximately  8  PM  on  Tuesday  Janu- 
ary 23rd  the  lights  in  MoitgomCTy  Hall 
started  flickering  and  then  went  out  for  a 
about  2  minutes  thai  continued  flickering 
for  about  the  next  20  minutes.  Our  Logic 
&  Inquiry  class  was  then  resumed,  but  a 
few  minutes  lata  we  had  a  report  that 
there  mi^t  be  a  fire  on  the  first  floor,  and 
the  building  was  evacuated. 

There  was  a  report  that  someone  smelled 
smoke  near  the  elevator.

To  Your  Health 

A  phlegm-filled  cough,  nose  blowing  that  rivals 
any  horn  blast,  sneezes  so  severe  that  even  the 
good  china  in  the  next  room  isn't  safe.  It's  cold 
season  again.  Time  to  bundle  vqp  wann  and  wear 
a  hat  (is  this  stylish  or  what?  NOT).  However, 
in  spite  of  how  many  layers  you  put  on,  you  are 
probably  going  to  catch  a  cold  sometime  this 
winter.  Here  are  a  few  remedies  fi'om  the  au- 
thors of  Prevention  Health  Books. 

Two  teaspoons  of  Allspice  Powder  steeped  for 
10  to  20  minutes  in  a  cup  boiling  water  and 
strained.  Drink  up  to  3  cups  of  this  a  day.  The 
reason:  Allspice  contains  eugenol,  which  is  an 
efifective  pain  killer  and  anesthetic. 

Coffee  can  act  as  a  decongestant 

Tea  contains  both  caffeine  and  theophylline, 
which  act  as  bronchodilator  agents  that  can  help 
^  open  clogged  respiratory  passages. 

Mom's  home  made  chicken  soup  may  slow  the 
movement  of  neutrophils-iounune  cells  that  are 
activated  by  the  cold  viruses.  Neutrophils  nor- 
mally migrate  to  the  mucous  membranes  caus- 
ing inflammation  and  mucous  secretioa  NOTE: 
Add  garlic,  onion,  and  lots  of  black  pepper  for 
an  extra  punch. 

Some  other  possibilities  to  relieve  the  symp- 
toms of  a  cold:  Zinc  gluyconate.  Echinacea, 
goldenseal,  and  of  course  good  old  reliable  vita- 
min C,  aspirin,  and  over  the  counter  remedies.

The  Allegheny  River  runs  through 
a  spectacular  and  densely  forested 
valley  where  quaint  Victorian  homes 
lie  just  across  the  river  in  the  town  of 
Emlenton.

Egg  whites  have  a  mild  astringent  (which  can  help 
tighten  skin)  as  well  as  anti-inflammatory  proteins.  Simply 
separate  the  whites  of  an  egg  from  the  yolk  and  then  dab  on 
blemishes  with  a  cotton  ball.  Leave  on  overnight 

Oatmeal  is  a  natural  astringent  that  also  contains 
proteins.

Recently,  while  reading  a 
magazine  I  found  a  few  tips  that  may  help 
when  the  schedule  is  full  but  you  wish  you 
could  spend  more  time  with  the  kids. 

1.  Leave  a  note.  Even  when  living  un- 
der the  same  roof,  written  communication 
opens  up  doors  that  open  no  other  way.  So 
send  single  lines:  "1  like  living  vtrith  you 
because..."  or  "It  was  fun  last  night  when 
we..." 

2.  Hug.  Hug  your  child  at  least  once  a 
day.  Physical  affection  gives  a  sense  of 
togetherness  that's  available  no  other  way. 

3.  Laugh.  With  whole-hearted  laughter, 
don't  try  to  tame  it  down  to  a  polite  snicker. 
Tell  jokes.  Tell  stories  on  yourself,  teach 
your  kids  not  to  take  themselves  or  life  too 
seriously.  NOTE:  If  your  chiW  recoils  or 
cbuns  up,  you're  likely  lairing  in  the 
wrong  ways. 

4.  Give  focused  attention.  Cuhivate  a 
few  minutes  during  supper,  during  after 
school  snacks,  or  bed  time  to  talk  about 
whatever  the  child  wants  to  talk  about. 

5.  Renaember  priorities.  Remember 
kids  are  a  priority  not  an  optioa  Some- 
times we  have  to  make  the  time  for  them, 
even  if  it  means  getting  a  "B"  instead  of  an 
"A".

WHAT  IS  FffiROMYALGA? 


Fibromyalgia  is  a  mysteriously  debilitating  syndrome.  It  is  not  physically  damaging  to 
the  body  in  any  way,  but  is  characterized  by  the  constant  presence  of  widespread  pain. 
Symptoms  include,  but  are  not  limited  to;  chronic  muscle  pain,  aching,  stifihess,  disturbed 
sleep,  depression,  and  fatigue.  It  is  estimated  that  three  to  six  miUion  people  are  afflicted  in 
the  United  States.  The  condition  mainly  affects  women  aged  25  to  50  years  and  bears  a 
resemblance  to  Chronic  Fatigue  Syndrome.  Most  people  with  Fibromyalgia  feel  tired  or 
out  of  energy,  are  sensitive  to  odors,  bright  lights,  loud  noises,  and  even  medicines.  Head- 
aches and  jaw  pain  are  also  common. 

There  is  not  a  test  that  can  diagnose  this  disease.  However,  research  has  revealed  18 
specific  points  in  muscles,  tendons,  or  bones  that  are  tender  and  painful  to  the  touch.  Your 
doctor  should  be  able  to  explain  and  test  these  points.  The  cause  of  Fibromyalgia  is  un- 
known. Studies  have  shown  that  the  muscle  in  FMS  patients  are  especially  vulnerable  to 
decreased  circidation  and  minor  injuries.  There  is  really  no  cure  or  medications  for  FMS. 
Doctors  generally  prescribe  an  anti-inflanunatory  and  antidepressant.  Low-  impact  exercise 
is  recommended.

Venango  Campus  excels  at  providing  support  for  its  students  and  our  Learning  Sup- 
port Center  is  leading  the  charge.  Recent  studies  suggest  that  students  using  the  center 
average  1/2  to  a  full  letter  grade  above  the  combined  Clarion  average  (something  we 
can  all  be  proud  of.)  The  LSC's  three  divisions,  The  Computer  Lab,  The  Writing  Cen- 
ter and  the  main  tutor  center  in  318  MH,  are  staffed  by  successful  students  with  spe- 
cialized training.  The  current  tutor  requirements  demand  that  tutors  undergo  a  mini- 
mum of  1 0  hours  training  and  tutor  a  minimum  of  25  hours  per  semester. 

A  leader  in  student  services,  the  LSC,  spearheaded  by  Darlene  Hartman, 
achieves  its  goals  with  a  team  approach.  In  a  recent  audit  the  LSC  rated  90-95%  over- 
all. Through  its  wide  range  of  programs  and  resources,  the  LSC  encourages  and  ac- 
commodates study  groups  as  well  as  supports  individual  study  with  computer  based 
tutorials,  audio-visual  instruction  and  alternative  hard  copy  text.  One  of  the  more 
popular  tools  of  the  LSC  is  Supplemental  Instruction,  which  is  a  "...peer  facilitated 
review  session  that  targets  historically  difTicult  courses."  a  pamphlet  explains.  Don't 
forget  The  Writing  Center  in  room  3 1 9  MH.  It  can  be  a  great  help  in  fine-tuning  those 
papers.  The  Writing  Center  is  open  5  days  a  week  with  varying  hours.  Stop  by  and 
pick  up  a  schedule. 

In  the  interest  of  remaining  on  the  cutting  edge,  The  Computer  Lab  plans  to  add 
4  new  computers  for  a  total  of  30  and  is  replacing  the  current  printers  with  5  much 
needed  laser  printers  by  fall.  In  addition  to  the  Computer  Lab's  new  equipment,  ru- 
mor has  it  the  main  tutor  center  will  be  upgrading  its  machines  as  well. 

The  LSC  is  staffed  and  open  7  days  a  week  (9  -  9  M-R,  9  -  4:30  F,  10  -6  Sat. 
and  1  -  6  Sun.)  From  the  VES  seminars  to  Supplemental  Instruction,  the  influence  of 
the  LSC  is  prevalent  throughout  the  campus.  With  87%  of  the  student  population 
making  use  of  its  valuable  resources,  the  LSC  sets  the  pace  for  excellence.  So,  if 
you're  having  trouble  or  just  need  a  good  place  to  study,  stop  by  the  Learning  Support 
Center;  youll  be  in  good  company.

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Spotlight  on  Faculty

Dr.  Belzer,  professor  of  Biology,  earned  his  BA  from  Franl<lin  &  Marstiall  College  in  Lancaster,  PA.  Following  5  years  of  re- 
search at  the  U  of  PA  and  Princeton  he  was  awarded  his  doctorate  from  the  U  of  PA. 

Dr.  Belzer  first  taught  in  the  Clarion  system  in  1977,  filling  in  for  a  professor  on  sabbatical  at  the  main  campus.  After  fulfilling 
this  brief  contract,  he  taught  in  both  Missouri  and  Colorado  before  making  his  way  back  east.  In  1982  he  was  offereid  a  tenure  track 
position  at  Clarion,  which  he  accepted. 


Dr.  Belzer's  love  of  nature  moti- 
vated him  to  study  biology,  and  his  dedi- 
cation to  it  motivates  him  to  teach. 
Dr.  Belzer  is  a  champion  of  nature  as 
well;  his  study  of  the  Eastern  Box  Turtle 
indicates  an  alanming  pattern  of  decline  in 
the  species.  As  a  leader  in  this  research, 
he  is  saddened  by  inadequate  legislation 
and  protection  strategies.  Dr.  Belzer 
freely  admits  that  research  is  not  the  art 
form  that  he  most  enjoys,  but  he  is  driven 
by  his  fondness  for  this  ancient  creature. 

While  removing  the  duramater 
meninges  from  and  halving  sheep  brains 
in  preparation  for  class.  Dr.  Belzer  ex- 
pressed satisfaction  and  spoke  of  the  ad- 
miration he  has  for  secondary  education 
teachers.  He  suggested  that  a  certain 
unfairness  exists  between  secondary  and 
post-secondary  education  positions.  Dr 
Belzer  enjoys  teaching  and  believes  his 
success  is  related  to  the  amount  of  en- 
ergy he  had  to  put  into  his  own  learning. 

Dr.  Belzer's  personal  philoso- 
phy is  still  evolving  but  he  recommends 
"not  sweating  the  small  stuff."  He  also 
mentioned  the  importance  of  paying  at- 
tention, learning  from  experience,  and 
focusing  on  the  positive. 


In  teaching.  Dr.  Belzer  builds 
understanding  by  linking  new  information 
to  previous  lectures.  He  recommends  that 
his  students  take  care  of  problems  while 
they  are  small.  Dr.  Belzer  makes  himself 
available  to  his  students  beyond  office 
hours  and  encourages  visits  to  the  lab.

When  asked  about  accomplish- 
ment. Dr.  Belzer  recounted  an  experience 
he  had  as  a  camp  counselor  for  under 
privileged  kids.  One  child  at  the  camp  was 
being  treated  coarsely  by  others.  Hurt  and 
frustrated,  the  boy  ran  off  in  tears.  Dr. 
Belzer  went  after  him.  Upon  finding  the 
boy,  Dr.  Belzer,  uncertain  what  to  do, 
grabbed  the  lad  and  hugged  him.  The  boy 
clung  to  him,  "like  a  little  monkey",  trem- 
bling and  crying.  When  they  retumed  to 
the  camp.  Dr.  Belzer  spoke  to  the  others 
encouraging  unity  among  the  campers. 
His  words  had  impact  on  the  remaining 
days  of  the  outing.  Dr.  Belzer  suggests 
that  it's  rare  to  know  you've  had  a  positive 
influence.  On  this  occasion,  he  was  rea- 
sonably certain. 

Closing  the  interview,  Dr.  Belzer, 
praised  Venango  Campus  for  its  caring.
